weeks out of one hundred and seventy cases. 
Tresly Seymour, company B, 97th Ohio, died 
on the 9th, and Richard J. Barr, company K, 
100th Illinois, on the 13th November. Mr. 
Perry intercedes earnestly for the more prompt 
payment of sick soldiers in hospitals, that 
they may have the means of purchasing little 
delicacies. This should certainly meet with 
prompt attention. 

Aid ron the Sick and Wounded at Bowling 
Green. — We are requested by the Sanitary 
Commission to state that one of it9 agents will 
go to Bowling Green Tuesday with hospital 
supplies. The need is urgent, and our benev- 
olent citizens can do great good by sending 
Monday morning, to the rooms of the Com- 
mission, on Fifth street, nutritions articles, 
such as tea, white sugar, tapioca, butter, eggs, 
crackers, dried fruit, Ac. Contributions of 
woollen socks, pocket handkerchiefs, Ac., will 
also be very useful. 

Homicide. — T homas H. Carlisle, at one time 
a lawyer of St. Louis, was killed in Kaskas- 
kia, a few days since, by a man named Wat- 
son. Carlisle was a law partner of Truston 
Polk; was appointed one of the Board of Po- 
lice Commissioners of St. Louis; and was sup- 
posed to be a pretty strong secessionist. Af- 
ter he was ousted from that office, he took up 
his residence, it seems, somewhere opposite 
Stc. Genevieve, and has remained in seclusion 
ever since. The circumstances which led to 
bis death are not known. 

Pasted Shoes.— S ome of the regiments at- 
tached to the Army of the Potomac had 
issued to them, while at Harper’s Ferry, the 
requisite number of new shoes to which they 
were entitled. Some of these same shoes are 
now without soles. Upon examination it has 
been discovered that neither pegs nor thread 
were used in the manufacture of the same, but 
that the soles were merely pasted on. Efforts 
will be made todiscov er the contractor furnish- 
ing this particular lot.

■1881, was 984,938, having 6,125 ministers.

£53 against.

SOUTHERN NEWS. 

Richmond papers of the 8t‘.t have been re- 
ceived by way of Fortress Monroe, from which 
we copy the following: 

A PICTURE OF RICHM )XD. 

The Richmond correspondent of the Mem- 
phis Appeal gets oft* the following very good 
"notice'* of Richmond. No one can deny its 
truthfulness: 

“Richmond lias already suffered an increase 
in the numbers of her dangerous class that is 
quite alarming. Thieves, burglars, pickpock- 
ets, highwaymen, nymphs du pane, and the re- 
spectable gamblers swarm along the streets. 
The dexterity with which the laws arc evaded 
is quite equal to the most accomplished tricks 
of the swell mobs of London and the badauds 
of Paris. Whisky and brandy are brought 
into town in large quantities every day, and 
sold at fifty cents a drink in spite of General 
Winder and his detectives. Sometimes the 
contraband article i9 brought in by the quarter 
cask, ingeniously concealed in a coni of wood, 
and sometimes in bladders hidden under the 
amplitudinous petticoat of a French or Ger- 
man woman, whose husband keeps a fruit 
store or an eating saloon on Broad street. Gar- 
roting and street robbing are of common oc- 
currence, and scarcely occasions remark. As 
if to add to the ease and impunity with which 
crime can be committed, the Superintendent 
of the City Gas- Works has again cirt, short the 
supply of gas, and the street lamps are no lon- 
ger lighted.” 

THE CITY. 

It is well for the credit of the city that the 
Mayor and General Smith have at last fixed 
upon some plan for protecting the inhabitants 
from the assaults of rowdies and ruffians. As 
an instance of the pervading interest felt in 
regard to this matter, we copy the following 
from the Danville Appeal, ot ’Tuesday: 

‘‘The municipal police of the city have been 
able, in times goue by, to restrain the wicked 
from the perpetration of such crimes (as rob- 
bery, etc.), iu Richmond, but nuder the pres- 
ent regime, it would require almost an army 
of policemen to cope with the organized bands 
which infest the capital. Nevertheless, we 
think Richmond owes it to Virginia to spare 
neither energy nor expense in putting down 
these bands; anil if the city government be 
unable to do it, then let Gov. Letcher take the 
matter in hand, and secure the safety of the 
citizens of Virginia visiting their capital. It 
is truly a lamentable state of affairs that a Vir- 
ginian cannot visit the capital of his own State 
without danger from the knife of the midnight 
assassin, or the ‘billy’ of the Baltimore Plug. 
The whole State is interested in putting down 
these robbers, and if some sufficient measures 
be not taken before, we have no doubt that 
the General Assembly when it meets will pro- 
ceed to put them down in the most summary 
mauner. 

LOCAL ITEMS. 

Extensive Forgery — Mayor's Court , Nov. 5. 
Hunter Taliaferro, first door-keeper of the 
Virgiuia Senate, a youth of eighteen or twen- 
ty, was charged with forging the name of the 
V irginia Treasurer to a check for $164. 1 1 was 

given iu testimony that seventeen forged 
checks, in all for $14,000, had been presented 
by the accused. The Mayor refused bail and 
committed yoting Taliaferro, who is from 
Stafford county, to jail. 

Arrival of Sick and Wounded . — The special 
train from Gordonsvillc yesterday morning 
brought down a number of sick and wouuded 
from that point, and from hospitals beyond. 
The wounded wore principally those who re- 
ceived serious injuries in the battles around 
Manassas in August. Some of the more se- 
riously wounded are yet unable to walk. 
They were all sent to the General Receiving 
Hospital in this city. 

Yankee Deserters . — Seven men formerly be- 
longing to the Yankee army were brought to 
Richmond yesterday and lodged in the Libby 
prison- two deserters from Gloucester Point and 
five from below the White Home, at which point 
they met some Confederate soldiers and surren- 
dered themselves. Allot* the party, the better to 
disguise themselves and get away without 
questioning, had donned citizeo9 clothing, 
which they had picked up every chance that 
was afforded till their supply was sufficient to 
*make the coveted attempt. All of the men 
expressed the utmost repugnance at the idea 
of ever being sent to the North again. 

Flag of Truce . — It is contemplated by Gen- 
eral Winder to send off to-day 120 Yankee 
soldiers of those lately arrived, including ihe 
military portion of the crowd lately captured 
with the railway train near Mana3sai. They 
ill be despatched to Varina about 12 o’clock 
to-day. The 160 men and officers of the 54th 
Pennsylvania regiment, captured by Col. Iin- 
boden's cavalry, on the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad, are still held as hostages for the safe 
t*turn of certain of our men held by the en- 
emy, who they pretend to regard as outlaws 
because they belong to partisan ranger corps. 

Arrival of Disabled Confederate Soldiers . — 

A Yankee steamboat arrived at Aiken's Land- 
ing on Wednesday night with seventy wound- 
ed and disabled Con federate ^soldiers, mostly 
taken in the late battle of sharps burg, Mu. 
Ishich of them as had been brought up yester- 
day and placed in the hospitals here, report 
kind treatment on the part of the ladies of 
Baltimore and other places through which 
they passed in Maryland. Facilities for prompt- 
removing wounded men from Aiken’s to 
Richmond is still badly needed, where the 
poor soldier, unable to help himself, is com- 
pelled to endure much suffering in conse- 
quence of delay in his removal. 

Prisoners in the City . — The following is a 
correct enumeration of the number of prisoners 
in confinement yesterday at the Libby Prison 
and Castle Thunder: At the Libby Prison, 
prisoners of war, 224; citizen prisoners, 196; 
Confederates, 36; deserters from the Federals, 
68; negroes, 57 — total 571. Ai Castle Thun- 
der, 290, of all kinds. Thirty-four soldiers 
were sent from there yesterday to Staunton, 
to be returned to their regiments. 

Interesting to “ Blockade Runners.'' — Here- 
after all persons running the blockade from 
the North with goods, without a passport from 
this Government, subject themselves to arrest, 
and their goods to confiscation upon coming 
within the Confederate-lines. 

^4/i Incident of the War . — Nearly a year 
ago a Yankee soldier, named Solomon Bell, 
was captured in the vicinity of Manassas and 
sent to this place, where, after undergoing an 
m prison meat ol several months, he was ex- 
changed and 9ent North. Arrived there, he 
ejoined the invading army and had the luck 
again to fall iuto the bauds of our soldiers ou 
the coast of North Carolina, and was removed 
to Salisbury, North Carolina, for safe keeping. 
While there it leaked out that Bell hail for- 
merly been a citizen of Richmond. This fact 
became known by his writiug a letter to his 
wife bore, containing directions to sell oft his 
house and lot at Uoidtetts, and household fur- 
niture, so as to be ready to accompany him on 
his next trip North. Bell being an alien ene- 
my of a very decided sort, his property neces- 
sarily was escheated to the Government which 
he was aiding to pull down. A few day3 since 
Deputy Alarshal Henry Myers, by virtue of a 
process from the District Court, took posses- 
sion of the property described in the letter of 
Solomon Beil to Mary Ann Bell, his wife, 
which will be sold in due time, and the pro- 
ceeds paid over to the receiver of sequestered 
property. Solomon Bell was not long since 
)rought from Salisbury, and is now an inmate 
of the Libby prison. 

HORRIBLE STATE OF AFFAIRS IN RICHMOND. 

The Mayor, Generals Smith and Winder, in 
consultation yesterday, arranged their plans 
for the preservation of law and order in the 
city. A detachment of fifty military are to 
accompany the night watchmen in their 
rounds of duty, and the detectives of the Pro- 
vost Marshal are to act in conjunction with 
them. Mayor Mayo yesterday visited Castle 
Thunder, aud had an interview with Captain 
Alexander, in regard to the service of his 
m&rd, &c. t and the arraugement9 seem to have 
seen made for the arrest and incarceration of 
every male individual who cannot give a cred- 
itable account of himself and his means of 
livelihood, let him be clothed in flue broad- 
cloth or in rags. Should no flagging occur in 
the efforts put forth, the day lor the redemp- 
tion of Richmond from thieves, garroters, 

. Tacksmen" and “fooUiads, dawns with a 
gleam that promises perfect day. 

THE RETREAT FROM THE KANAWHA VALLEY. 
[From the Richmond Whig, Nov. 8.) 

The F incastle Express states, upon the au- 
thority of a citizen of that place direct from 
the Kanawha Valley, that General Echols, 
commanding our forces in that part of the 
State, was induced to fall back “by the rep- 
resentations of a Yankee spy, who passed 
himself oft' as a Union officer.’ He came to 
the camp of Gen. Echols, and gave himself up 
as a prisoner, informing the General that a 
large force of the enemy was coming iu hia 
rear, by way of Nicholas Courthouse, and 
upon the representation of this party General 
Echols was induced to fall back. It turns out 
that the person who gave himself up was a 
Yankee spy, sent, doubtless, to Gen. Echols 
for the very purpose, which lie, unfortunately, 
succeeded in accomplishing. He had upon 
his person a large quantity of counterfeit Con- 
federate bills. This discovery was made in 
time to secure this acute Yankee as a prisoner, 
and we learn that he i9 how in the hand3 of 
General Echols.

This move of Gen. Echols, unless induced 
by the sternest necessity, is a most unlor- 
tunate one at present.

Pacer Money in Boston. — Tho Boston Trav- 
eller, in a notice of the money market in that 
city, remarks: 

The money market is overflowing with the 
local and general issues of paper money, at a 
difference ot nearly one-third between them 
and the standard value of gold; so that a large 
deduction must be taken from all receivables, 
for sales of ships, real estate, merchandise, 
public securities, mortgages, and stocks of all 
kinds, in calculating profits. One thousand 
dollars now will purchase no more of anything 
than seven hundred would have done six 
months ago, when specie was at a nominal 
premium. To carry on the war expenses more 
legal tenders notes will have to be put in cir- 
culation, to increase the expansion of the cur- 
rency, and augment the nomiual inflation of 
prices. To keep pace, therefore, with the de- 
preciation of paper what was worth seven in 
May, should bring ten at present, and more in 
future.

Gentlemen: As almost everybody now has 
the true policy to be pursued in the prosecu- 
tion of the war, it may not be presumptuous 
iu an huiublc individual to suggest one (which 
worked admirably until abolishe I), viz: The 
one pursued up to the time just after the battle 
of Fort Donelson.

W hat say you for KENTUCKY ? 

Effect of Sunlight on Health. — Seclu-' 
sion from sunlight is one of the misfortunes of 
our civil zed modes of life. The 9ame cause 
w hich makes potato vines white and sickly 
when grown in dark cellars, operates to pro- 
duce tue pale, sickly* girls that are reared in 
our pallors. Exposo either to the direct rays 
of the sun, and they begin to show color, 
health, and strength. 

When in London some years ago, I visited 
an establishment w hich had acquired a wide 
reputation for tho euro of those diseases in 
wnich prostration and nervous derangement 
were prominent symptoms. I soon found the 
secret of success in the nae made of sunshine. 
The slate roof had been removed, and a glass 
one substituted. The upper story was divided 
into sixteen small rooms, each one provided 
with a lounge, washing apparatus, Ac. The 
patient, on entering his apartment, removed 
all his clothing, and exposed himself to the 
direct rays of the sun. Lying on the lounge, 
and turning over, from time to time, each and 
every part of the body was tbu3 exposed to 
the life-giving rays of the sun. Several Lon- 
don physicians candidly confessed to me that 
many cases, which seemed waiting only for 
the shroud, were galvanized iuto life and 
health by this process. 

Many years ago, 1 clorgymau, who had for 
years been a victim to dyspepsia, and who had 
earnestly prayed for death as the only means 
of escape, came at length, through the advice 
of a mutual friend, to consult me. I advised 
the disuse of all medicines, the generous use 
of cracked wheat and good beef, and much 
exposure to the sun. To secure tho last men- 
tioned item, 1 directed him to build a close 
fence, covering a space of twenty feet square 
in his gardeu, and plant the earth within with 
something to occupy his mind and time. 
Then, when the weather was warm, shutting 
himself in, he was to busy himself quite nude 
with the cultivation of his vegetables, from 
ten to sixty minutes each day, always indulg- 
ing in a thorough bath and vigorous friction 
before dressing. He was speedily and radically 
cured. 

I was practising my profession in Buffalo, 
New York, during 49 and 51 — those memora- 
ble cholera seasons. I saw at least five cases 
of cholera on the shady side of the street and 
houses, to one on the sunny 9ide. 

Who has not read Florence Nightingale’s 
observations in the Crimea in regard to the 
typhoid fever, as between the sunny and shady 
side of the military hospitals? In St. Peters- 
burg, the shady side of tho military hospitals 
was so notoriously unfavorable to the sick sol- 
diers, that the Czar decreed them into disuse. 

The shade trees about our dwellings have 
done something to make our wives pale and 
feeble. Is it not enough that our women 
should have placed between them and the 
great fountain of light and life six inches of 
brick wall, without the addition of twenty 
feet of green leaves? Trees ought never to 
stand near enough to our housed to cast a 
shade upon them; ami, if the blinds were re- 
moved, aud nothing but a curtaiu within, with 
which to lessen hottest days on the intensity 
of the heat, it would add greatly to the tone 
of our nerves and our general vigor. 

The piazzas which project over the lower 
story always make that inferior to the upper 
story, especially for sleeping purposes. I 
cured, during my professional careeij a great 
many cases of rheumatism, by advising the 
patients to leave a bedroom shaded by trees or 
a broad piazza, and sleep in a room and a bed 
which arc constantly dried and purified by the 
direct rays of the sun.

Disastrous Fire on thf. Great Western 
Railway. — Un this (Wednesday ) morning the 
express traiu on G. W. R. bouud west took 
fire below London, from a spark from the lo- 
comotive. The conductor was four mile9 from 
a water tank, but the train was put to its ut- 
most speed to reach a station, wnile the mail 
agent, baggage, and expressmen, finding them- 
selves in a not locality, crawled out and clung 
to their cars. The five, however, had obtained 
such headway that, when a station was 
reached, the contents of the mail, express, and 
baggage car3 were consumed. Nothing was 
saved from the mail or baggage car except the 
iron safe of the express company. The con 
doctor states that he had the largest quantity 
of baggage that was passed over the road for 
some time, every particle of which was con- 
sumed. 

On hearing of the disaster the company, 
with their usual promptness and liberality, re- 
quested the passengers to make out a state- 
ment of loss, and each one was promptly paid 
to the uttermost farthing. The conductor and 
other employes did their uttermost to save 
the property, but it was of no avail. However 
the passenger cars were saved without serious 
injury . — Detroit Advertiser , 1 '1th.

New York, Nov. 1, 1862. 

My Dear Governor: It is now (more than 
twenty-three years since I had the pleasure of 
being introduced to you on the railroad train 
between Albany and Utica. Opportunities for 
cultivating more intimately that first acquain- 
tance have been few and far l>etween. Still, 
as a personal friend, apart from what they 
commonly call politics, I have always rerog 
nizeii you, in my ow n mind, as a true, un- 
flinching man, of upright principle. 

As for myself, I cannot say that I ever be- 
longed to any political party, and yet, since 
my return from Europe, certain nominally 
Catholic papers have written me down as a 
politician. Much allowance must be made for 
such w riter3. They assume that my going to 
Europe was for a political, and not a national 
purpose; in fact, they seem, or choose to ap- 
pear, a9 incompetent to distinguish l>otwcen 
what is vulgarly called a politician and a pa- 
triot. Of the two, 1 would prefer to be con- 
sidered a patriot rather than a politician. Be- 
fore the outbreak of this melancholy civil war’ 
it is known to you, my dear Govepnor, that I 
foresaw tl*t coming calamity. I wrote to dis- 
tinguished persons in the South praying aud 
beseeching that they should exercise their in- 
fluence for the perpetuation of peace, or rather 
against the disruption of the Union. In my 
own sphere iu New York I lett nothing uu- 
done to soothe bitter prejudices, especially on 
the part of abolitionists, with a view, and even 
in hope, that the domestic strife which has 
since overtaken us might be arrested and 
turned aside. 

It is just one year ami eight days since it 
was desired, by a telegraphic communication, 
that 1 should visit the city ol Washington on 
public business. 1 obeyed the summons. I 
spoke my mind freely. ’ It was thought that, 
m the perils of the nation, at that time, 1 cpuhS 
be useful in promoting the interests of the 
commonwealth and ot humanity if I would 
consent to go to Europe and exercise whatever 
little influence 1 might possess in preventing 
France and England from intermeddling in 
our sad quarrel. , 

It has, no doubt, esca|>ed your memory that, 
during the fourteen or fifteen hours which I 
spent in Washington, 1 declined the acceptance 
of what would be to persons not of my rank 
a great honor. I did not absolutely refuse be 



be- 
fore deciding, but I wished to consult one or 
two persons very near and dear to me in New 
York. Finally, and at the very la3t hour, 
there was a word uttered to me, not by any 
special member of the Cabinet to which you 
belong, but by the authority which it possesses, 
to the effect that my acting as had beea sug- 
gested was a personal request, and would be 
considered as a personal favor. In three min- 
utes I decided that, without consulting any- 
body, I should embark as a volunteer to ac- 
complish what might be possible on the other 
side of the Atlantic in favor of the country to 
which I belong. 

What occurred on the other side I think it 
would be, at present, improper for me to make 
public. I am not certain that any word, or 
t, or influence of mine has had the slightest 
effect in preventing either England or France 
bom plunging into tin* unhappy divisions that 
have threatened the Union of these ouce pros- 
peious States. Un the other hand, 1 may say 
that no day— no hour even — was Spent in 
Europe in which I did not, according to op- 
portunity, labor for peace between Europe and 
America. So far that peace lias not been dis- 
turbed. But let America be prepared. There 
is no love for the United States on the other 
side of the water. Generally speaking, ou the 
other side of the Atlantic the United .States 
are ignored, if not despised; treated in con- 
ersation in the same contemptuous language 
as wc might employ toward the inhabitants 
of the Sandwich Islands, or Washington Ter- 
ritory, or Vancouver’s Island, or the settle- 
ment of the Red river, or of the Hudson’s 
Bav Territory. 

I’his may be considered very unnolished,* 
almost unchristian language proceeding from 
the pen of a Catholic archbishou. But, my 
dear Governor, it is unquestionably true, and 
I am sorry that it is so. If you, in Washing- 
ton, are not able to defend yourselves in case 
of need, I do not see where, or from what 
source, you can expect friendship or protec- 
tion. Since my return I made a kind of fami- 
liar address to my people, but not for them 
exclusively, in 8t. Patrick’s Cathedral. Some 
have called it not a sermon, but a discourse, 
and even a war blast, in favor of blood-spil- 
ling. Nothing of that kind could be war- 
ranted by a knowledge of my natural temper- 
ament or of my ecclesiastical training. From 
the slight correspondence between us, you 
can bear me witness that I pleaded in every 
direction for the preservation of peace, so long 
as the slightest hope of its preservation re- 
mained. When all hope ot this kind had 
passed away I wo3 for a vigorous prosecution 
of our melancholy war, so that one side or the 
other should find itself in the ascendency. 

On my return trom Europe I knew it was 
expected that 1 should make, in writing or 
otherwise, some observations of my experience 
abroad that would reach the public generally. 
These observations were made in the Cathe- 
dral of St. Patrick on the 18th of August. 
They consisted of a very simple uarraiive of 
my experience in different countries of Europe 
during my absence from New York. Toward 
the close of my remarks two ideas I ventured 
to express with perhaps more energy thau had 
been employed in the simple narrative. 

One was the advocacy of conscription in 
preference to the dragging business of enlist- 
ment and volunteering. Perhaps some may 
liaye thought that it was unbecoming for me, 
in a Catholic pulpit, to have expressed my 
opinion on this topic. But I knew that the 
country, which 1 had no reason not to love, 
was being agonized by civil war. And be- 
sides, on reflection, I consider that conscrip- 
tion, sometimes called drafting, is the only 
fair, open, honest mode by which a uation can 
support its rights, and, incase of danger, its 
own independence. 

Many of my hearers on that occasion con- 
founded the conscription with the abominable 
practice of the “press gang, during the war 
between England and France. This, of course, 
was their mistake, not mine. France is a mili- 
tary nation, and a great nation; and its sys- 
tem of conscriptiou, although at periods of 
great national necessity, verging in its opera- 
tion to almost cruelty, in taking Trom the fami- 
ly, one alter another, of the sons who might 
be otherwise the hope and the stay, and con- 
solation of their aged parents, is, notwith- 
standing, still the impartial mode of provid- 
ing for national defence and honor. Yet, on 
the whole, there is no system in civilized coun- 
tries so just, so equitable, and so cfticient in 
raising an army of defence as the system of 
conscription rightly administered. If it can 
be dispensed with by the multitude of vol- 
unteers, of course there would be no objec- 
tion to that result. But a Government must 
execute the otfice for which it was appointed, 
and for the execution of the functionsof which 
it is supposed to have ample means, or else it 
should abdicate. 

The other idea was, that either by volun- 
teers or by con'cription, if we have a Gov- 
ernment which we recognize as legitimate, it 
should multiply its powers by thousands and 
hundreds of thousands, even millions, to the 
extent of existing necessity for the putting 
down of civil war. This was not expressed 
as the gratuitous advice of a speaker in the 
pulpit, but suggested as an intimation, that, if 
he had any advice to offer for the councils of 
the nation, that advice would be what he 
now expressed. 

On this question there may bs different opin- 
ions, in regard to which I have notan addi- 
tional word to say. It may be humanity to 
allow conflicting brethren of the same nation 
to protract and drag onward for a period of ten 
years to come, the bloodshed with which they 
are reciprocally now so familiar. 

Another view of humanity and mercy is 
that which I suggested, namely, that the mel- 
ancholy contest should be brought to a close 
with as little delay as possible. The reason 
that operated and still operates on my mind in 
favor of this view of humanity, as compared 
or in contrast with the other is, that to far 
as my knowledge of history wainnts a con 
elusion, the most humane battle in any mili- 
tary strife, w hether of a foreign or domestic 
character, has been invariably the battle which 
put an end to the war. 

If there were any possible means of settling 
our domestic strife in a peaceful and bloodless 
manner, I hope you will believe that no one 
in this country is or can be more prepared to 
aid in bringing about such a result. As it is, 
however, I consider myself a3 perfectly useless 
in such an enterprise, though by no means un- 
solicitous in reference to the momentous con- 
sequences impending upon us like a dark 
cloud, which furnishes no ray of light either 
on its under or upper margin. Believe me, 
my dear Governor, as ever, your devoted 
friend and servant.

8alt.— The Extraordinary high price de- 
manded for salt is somewhat astonishing. We 
have seen wagon load after wagon loaa leav- 
ing the city lately, 'the purchasers paying $4 50 
per barrel, an unprecedented price since the ad- 
vent ot civilization. This, as we have before 
stated, is owing to the low water, and the diffi- 
culty attendant upon the transportation of the 
article. And the worst of it is that the pros- 
pect of a reduction is not at all probable. Even 
a good rise in the river would not help U3 
much, for in that event there will be a great 
demand and a great rush for salt at the works, 
and the manufacturers will “slap up the prices,’ 
from $3 50 perhaps to $4 O0. This condition of 
things will interfere materially with the pork 
packing businees. — Wheeling Intelligencer. 



Oor ren pon donee of the Leavenworth C’onacrvativ 
FROM FORT SCOTT. 

Fort Scott, Nov. 7, 1862. 

On the evening of the 5th, at 8 o’clock, a 
fight commenced at Lamar, Missouri, forty 
miles southeast of Fort Scott, between a party 
of eighty men, under command of Captain 
Breeden, of the Missouri State Militia, and a 
party of four hundred secesh supposed to be 
under command of the notorious Livingston. 
For three hours, up to the time ray informant 
left, the boys defended themselves nobly, tak- 
ing refuge in the courthouse and other build- 
ings in the place. 

Since writing the above, a messenger ar- 
rived from Lamar, staling that the secesh had 
burned the town, and that the little Spartan 
band was well nigh given out; and unless 
soon reinforced would have to surrender, or 
make their escape as best they can. A de- 
tachment of two companies of the 3d Wiscon- 
sin cavalry, and a portion of two companies 
of the Kansas 9th, the whole under command 
of Cap*. Conky, of the 3d Wisconsin, all told, 
numbering about 300, started at an early hour 
bn the morning of the Cth to reinforce them. 
They reached there about 12 M. on the same 
day. 

A large train is due from Gen. Blunt’s com- 
mand. Some fears arc entertained as to its 
safety. If they go by way of Spring river, 
Sarcoxie and Lamar, they stand a pretty good 
chance of being taken in. Bushwhackers and 
guerillas are the order of the day. Along the 
whole of the eastern border of Kansas, from 
Kansas City, Mo., south to the Cherokee neu- 
tral strip, a distance of 150 miles, it is necessa- 
ry to keep a large Union force constantly on 
the alert to keep them from committing depre- 
dations along the border. Aud yet the silly 
Bulletin says tliat Fort Scott is a town of half 
a dozen dilapidated houses, and sees no reason 
why it should be retained as a military post. 
Can the qarterm asters and commissaries, stack 
their stores on the high prairies for safe-keep- 
ing? Of all the ninnies I ever heard of, the 
edifbr of that sheet is the ninniest. There are 
now at this place three hundred sick and 
wounded, sent from the command below, there 
being no room at Springfield, and had it been 
an actual necessity to move the sick and 
wounded to Fort Leavenworth, many of them 
would have died off on the road from exposure 
and want. 

The gaps in the Blue Ridge, through which 
an army can pass — of which we heat* so much — 
are seven in number, viz: Vestall’s, 8 miles 
from Harper’s Ferry; Snicker’s, 24 miles from 
the ferry, through which passes the Alexan- 
dria and Harper s Ferry turnpike; Ashby’s, 
38 miles from Harper's Ferry, through which 
passes a branch pike from the Alexandria to 
Winchester; 14 miles below Ashby’s is Ma- 
nassas Gap, through which runs the railroad; 
8 miles below is Chester’s Gap; a road, not 
much travelled, passes through it; 20 miles 
still farther down is Thornton’s Gap, through 
which the supplies for Lee’s army were hauled 
in wagons from Gordonsville and Culpepper. 
H is probable that the main body of the rebels 
made good their retreat through Thornton’s 
Gap some days ago.

into the head of a poor servant! Yet a wo- 
man is but a woman, be rIic maid-servant or 
queen; aud if, from queens to maid-servants, 
girls were taught thus to think of love, there 
might be a few more broken hearts, but there 
would certainly be fewer wicked hearts; far 
fewer corrupted lives of men, and degraded 
live- of women; fir fewer unholy marriages 
and desolated, dreary homes.

lj®-\Ye take the following passage from an 
article in a late number of that able and lead- 
ing Republican paper the New York Times: 

Universal emancipation is to be received 
ns an accomplished fact, after the first of 
January. Alter that day, it will be 
claimed of the seceded States (aud soon of 
all the States), as it is claimed of England, 
that “a slave cannot breathe on its soil.” And 
such will he our national faith and policy 
forever. But what settlement shall be made 
of the ignorant and penniless millions that 
are so soon to be ushered upon freedom? De- 
portation and colonization in foreign countries 
is simply absurd. It is the wildest and most 
impossible of schemes. In the South the 
blacks must have their homes. But in what 
parts of the South — under what political sys- 
tem — in what relation to the whites, and in 
what relation to the State and National (5or- 
emments? These are problems difficult to 
solve, and vet unspeakably important in their 
solution to the happiness of all the millions of 
both races. 

Here the Editor of the Times tells us that all of 
the millions of slaves in the United States are 
Boon to be emancipated, and that any scheme 
of transporting or sending them out of the 
country is wild and impossible — that they 
mu3t, in whatever relation to the whites and 
to the State and National Governments, re- 
main in the South. But we do not see why he 
seems to regard a3 uncertain the nature of the 
condition in which they are to live. The 
“universal emancipation,” that he insists on, 
precludes the idea of their being slaves, and, 
if they are not slaves, they must, in spite of 
any absurd and impracticable attempt at a sys- 
tem of Mexican peonage or San Domingo ap- 
prenticeship, be free — free to all intents and 
purposes. We do not suppose that he ha3 any 
doubt at all upon this subject. He unques- 
tionably expects all the myriads of slaves in 
the South to remain there, just a3 free as the 
white citizens, at liberty to labor as they please, 
and to be ax idle as they please. 

This, so far as we can learn, is the view ta- 
ken by all or nearly all of the Republican 
leaders. Their fixed theory is that the mil- 
lions of slaves are to inhabit the South as free 
men, con6ned, penned up by Nortbein legis- 
lation within the Southern domain, not per- 
mitted to set foot, without punishment, upon 
the soil of any State now free. But what fact 
or argument or fancy can have made them 
think that the white citizens of the South will 
ever submit to such a condition of things, we 
are at a loss to conceive. The white men of 
the South might perhaps be destroyed by fire 
and sword, or they might possibly be driven 
utterly from their section, leaving it either 
uninhabited or peopled only by the freed 
blacks, but there is no earthly or even heav- 
enly truth more unquestionable than that they 
will never live with their present slavesexccpt 
as owners and masters. 

If the abolition party, the republican party, 
or any other party expects, that, after the 
crushing of the rebellion and the restoration 
of the Union, the Southern States will occupy 
any other position in the Union than that of 
perfect equality with the Northern States, such 
party, uule33 it shall abandon its chimerical 
expectation, will very soon find itself anni- 
hilated. The Southern States will have and 
exercise, after the Union shall be restored 
just the same righU and prerogatives that they 
had and exercised before the rebellion broke 
out, aud any theory that they must or will 
permit their multitudinous ho3ts of slaves to 
be cooped up as free rovers and licensed vaga- 
bonds within their borders is most thoroughly 
preposterous. We know well that the war 
must of necessity, in the natural course of 
events, inflict tremendous injuries upon the 
slave interests, anl to that necessity all loyal 
men South and North will unmurmuringly 
submit, but the great maw of the blacks will 
remain where they are and exactly in the con- 
dition in which they are, their relation with 
their masters being neither changed nor mod- 
ified in any essential or even unessential par- 
ticular. No other result is possible. 

The President's proclamation of an inten- 
tion to proclaim abolition has had its day. It has 
strengthened the rebellion in the South, cre- 
ated divisions and strifes and caused the de- 
feat of its advocates in the North, and weak- 
ened aud disgraced us in Europe. We know 
that the President meant well in issuing it, 
and we trust that be will do well by repealing 
. it or suffering it to pass off as a dead letter. 
As we have said, we expect that the prosecu- 
tion of the war in the South, if the rebels by 
their obstinacy compel us to prosecute it there, 
will interfere greatly with the slave interests. 
A hundred times we earnestly warned our 
Southern friends two years ago thatthis would 
inevitably be the case, if, by secession, they 
should inaugurate war, and Heaven know 3 
they have found our warnings partially, and 
will Had them wholly verified. They are des- 
tined to find that they will, in consequence 
of the war, have fewer slaves, and that those 
they do have will be rendered more intracta- 
ble and les3 valuable than at present. They 
xv ill find the amount of their slave property 
diminished and its necessary evils and dan- 
gers increased. Yet under no supposable cir- 
cumstances can the evils of slavery be compar- 
able to those of a condition of society com- 
posed principally of manumitted slaves. 

The Times suggests some of the questions 
that would spring up for solution in Congress 
if the emancipation proclamation should be 
carried out— in what parts of the South the 
freed blacks should live — under what political 
system— in what relation to the whites— and 
in what relation to the State and National 
Governments; and the Editor speaks of these 
questions as difficult to solve and yet of un- 
speakable importance. Yes, those questions 
and filly more would spring up, all so difficult 
to solve that their solution would be absolute- 
ly impracticable. The solution, whether 
attempted by a Congress composed ex- 
clusively of members from States now loyal 
or of members from all the thirty-four 
States, would soon be seen to be among the 
wildest of impossibilities. Our raging and 
perplexed politicians would find themselves at 
sea iu tempest and night with neither star nor 
compass to guide them. They would hare no 
precedent iu the world's history to enlighten 
their action, for never were politicians or 
statesmen called on to adjust such difficulties 
as would req uire adj ustment. Even the great- 
est men that ever figured in our country's ago 
of great men would not be able, if still alive, 
to settle the tremendous problems ol the 
time, for no settlement whatever would 
deserve to be called one. Of course 
we need not say how hopeless and even 
ridiculous the undertaking would bo iu 
the hatid3 of the fanatical aud wrangling pig- 
mies, who now, unfortunately lor our people 
ar*l lor mankind, have the control of public 
affairs. Then why should we, by carrying 
the emancipation proclamation into effect, 
spring all these insolvable and terrible ques- 
tions upon the country ? Why not rather ren- 
der obedience to the late resounding verdict 
of the people by reconstructing the Union 
upon its old foundation and re-establishing the 



fi-JgvTIie friends and apologists of the trait- j 
ors who have left this State to return as its 
armed invaders assert in many instances that 
they were remaining quietly at home aud ; 
would so have continued if “Liucoln s hire- j 
lings” had not been sent to arrest them, and 
that they were thus driven from the State and 
into the Confederate army. This is said of 
Humphrey Marshall, but we feel confident 
that the assertion is untrue. At the time he 
left the State, about one year ago, Judge 
Pryor, of Covington, had made an arrange- 
ment with General Anderson, who was then 
in command here, that if the men who were 
in camp at some mill in Owen county would 
disperse and go home none of them should be 
arrested. Marshall replied to Gen. Anderson s 
letter to Judge Pryor claiming the right, under 
the Constitution , to drill citizens who might 
assemble for that purpose. Publicity was 
given to that letter at the time through the 
newspapers, and, immediately after, the in- 
telligence from Humphrey was that be had 
left in the night, passing through Shelby 
couuty in disguise and joining the rebel camp 
near Bloomfield in Nelson county. Now we 
have no doubt that some persons have been 
made to believe that process had been issued for 
their arrest, for the men who were active in get- 
ting up recruits for the Confederacy told them 
what they knew to be false in order to entice 
them from home, but Humphrey Marshall was 
not one of that clas3 of dupes. He was a cou. 
scious traitor; he was not precipitated into 
revolution, bat approached it with deliberation; 
it was not with him, as Humphrey's fat proto- 
type, Sir John I’alstaff, said of the Earl of 
Worcester : 

"III* hellion lay lu his way, ami ho found It" 

But lie planned secretly; he used all his in- 
fluence to aid the scoundrels who had invaded 
the State with fire and sword, and finally he 
went off to join the congenial herJ of horse- 
thieves. And yet his friends have been for a 
year past palliating his black villainy, and 
crying out in substance: “Poor man, he was 
persecuted, driven from his home, compelled to 
take the part he has taken, merely because bis 
opinions were not those of the abolitionists.” 
It is high time » put a stop to such nonsense 
to call things by their right names, and to deal 
with treason as it deserves to be dealt with. 



Uof" A Washington correspondent of the 
Philadelphia North American says, with re- 
gard to the removal of General McClellan, it 
is U3serted by the triends of the President that 
he was the last man to consent to the same; 
that it was recommended at first by General 
Halleck, and agreed to by at least five mem- 
bers of the Cabinet, and finally by Mr. Lin- 
coln. It would be idle to say that the remo- 
val caused no disappointment among his 
friends and a considerable portion of bis 
army, but the disappointment i3 believed to 
have been forgotten, and no untoward result 
is anticipated. 

There are some lessons which General Hal- 
leck may ponder on with advantage to himself 
Whatever hi? designs or hopes may be for the 
future, he has no seat in the popular n (lections.

BfciSfTUe Philadelphia North American pre- 
faces some comments upon the position of the 
war in the Southwest with this paragraph : 

General Rosccrans, profiting by the prompt 
lesson he received from Halleck, for bis two 
days' delay at Corinth before starting to take 
command at Louisville, has reversed the sin- 
gular policy of Buell, and, instead of standing 
upon the defensive in Kentucky, has already 
reached Nashville. Here is the difference be- 
tween a general who means to fight and one 
who was averse to it. 

Now we have every confidence in the gal 
lant hero of Rich mountain and Iuka, but Gen. 
Rosecrans does not wish to obtain tame or 
commendation at the expense of any brother 
officer. He has not “reversed the policy of 
Buell” by assuming the offensive, tor the 
Army of the Ohio from the time it left Tennes- 
see, about two months ago, cva3 never on the 
defensive, except when it was interposed be- 
tween Bragg aud the city of Louisville. This 
was but momentary, and Buell s divisions im- 
mediately started in pursuit of the rebels; he 
l was unfortunate in not bringing them to 
a general engagement, but he drove 
them, dispirited and broken, from the 
State, and thus opened the way for 
the easy advance of Gen. Rosecrans to the 
relief of Nashville, after the very method 
which Gen. Buell had predetermined and com- 
menced before he was superseded. Let us 
look to the future cheerfully; we hope to be 
able to record many splendid achievements of 
the chivalric Rosecrans; wo expect that he 
will redeem East Tennessee and break the 
rebel connections between the East and West, 
hut we do not ask him to accomplish impossi- 
bilities. He has now the material to work 
with, a splendid, well-appointed army, and 
we have faith that he will wield it suc- 
cessfully. We eairuot but think how much 
easier it is for our contemporaries of the 
North American to set in their cosy sanctums 
between the Girard Bunk and the Philadel- 
phia Exchange and find fault with our mili- 
tary leaders than it is to set squadrons in the 
field and know the divisions of an army. 

Gov. Robinson's proclamation setting 
apart Thursday, the 27th inst.. «3 a dav of 
thanksgiving and praise to Almighty God, for 
all His mercies to us, ’individually as well ss 
nationally, will we trust meet a general ol 
servance, “to the end that we may manifest in 
a proper spirit our dependence upon Him and 
supplicate His omnipotent power to protect 
and guard us from future misfortunes as a na- 
tion.” In Governor Robinson’s official paper, 
a pure religious feeling is mingled with an ar- 
dent love of country. We have, amid all the 
desolation and distress brought upon us by our 
unhappy domestic feuds, much for which 
to be truly thankful; the annual pestilence 
which usually scourges the Southern States has 
been mitigated in a most providentiu! manner, 
and the full granaries of our agricultural States 
will avert the added horror of famine from the 
inevitable and terrible results of war. Let us 
then in a contrite spirit approach the mercy 
seat, and, while we offer our thanksgiving and 
praise to the Almighty Ruler of the universe, 
let us draw consolation from the divine assur- 
ance that He cliasteneth whom He lovetli. 
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It is a melancholy satisfaction to learn that 
the President of the United States, who is the 
Coinmander-in-Chief of all its armies, and 
who is responsible, before God and the country, 
for the behavior of all its Generals, did not 
keep Gen. McClellan in command of the Army 
of the Potomac from any confidence in his 
capacity or his fitness for the place.

TIIE POSITION <>F CONSERVATIVES. 

To the Editors of the Louisville Journal: 

New York, Nov. 13, 1662. 

If there is nny man in the large number of 
the readers of the Journal who esteems the 
recent elections to have been insignificant or 
frivolous, or as the expression merely of the 
“Democratic” party on old issues — will he 
listen to me while 1 talk awhile to him, that 
1 may attempt to bring to hi3 view facts and 
speculations worthy of his consideration? 

First, then, my dear sir, it is the \erie3t fal 
de rol to speak at all about old party lines. 
The Locofoco and Whig parties of our day are 
long since dead organizations. These expired 
with the death of Clay and Webster, and on 
the fated day of the Charleston Convention, 
when the Union was dissolved. The slavery 
issue thenceforth was uppermost; and a pow- 
erful body of men resolved to try conclusions 
with the Southern consjiirutors, which has re- 
sulted in civil war. 

Now the South was “precipitated" into a 
revolution. The hell-banner of Yancey had 
its triumph. Except only South Carolina, 
secession came reluctantly. At the outset of 
the war a very large amount of Union feeling 
was suppressed by a reign of terror. There 
can be no doubt but that the fire on Sumpter 
was, at the time, regarded as rash and accurs- 
ed by a very large body of conservative Union 
men throughout the South, who detested the 
principles of that detestable State quite as 
much as we do the representative view3 of 
Massachusetts. But, alas, by degrees, all this 
was changed. Not by the blockade; not even 
Jby invasion was this done. It was accom- 
plished by radical legislation, sermons, har- 
angues, ncwspapei'3, and proclamations, until 
finally, the conspirators were enabled to take 
our record in their polluted hands, and, hold 
ing it up, exclaim: Behold! Here is the veri 
fication of all we told you. The election of 
Lincoln meant abolition. Arouse, or you will 
be bound head aud foot and reduced to penury 
and degradation, and your offspring will curse 
the sires who basely neglected a great duty in 
their day aud generation. 

Backed by the circumstances of the hour, 
this lying and scandalous appeal was terrible 
It swept the last plank from under the Union 
men of the South. The result has proven that 
they have planned, and endured, and fought 
aud sacrificed only as desperate men can do 
deceived by their teachers into the belief that 
their act is sublime. 

Now, on the theory that this is a rebellion 
is it not eminently wise and proper to assure 
the people of the South that the North, that 
the President, are not waging an abolition 
war ! But, on the contrary, that the sense of our 
people is averse to the slightest infringement of 
the compact of the Constitution on cither side, 
North or South? In this, there is no conees 
sivi to the South — hereby is only declared by 
tha public voice what they understand, and 
what they will to be, the object for which the 
war is conducted. This is the ground, in fact, 
of Mr. Lincoln himself, who treats the eman 
cipation of slavery purely on military grounds, 
to which iheory and to any result that the 
South may choose to bring on their own 
heads as a consequence of this theory no loy 
ul man objects. 

Besides, events have developed in this 
connection which cannot be overlooked, 
may be a phantom only, but surely it is a 
truth, that an apprehension is fillingtbe brain 
of our conservative Northern working men 
that slavery is to compete with them for bread 
unless the negro shall be kept within his na 
tural limit by the point of the bayonet, if need 
be. Now all these Northern revolutionary 
elements are at once controlled by having it 
distinctly understood that the Government 
will not countenance the radical idea that this 
outlay of life and treasure has for its object the 
abolition of slavery. And good and wise 
men conceive that if this thing he fully com 
prehended in the South, we shall at once 
see the way to divide the South and to unite 
the North, repressing the sectional radicals, on 
both sides, to the contemptible limit which, in 
point of fact, belongs to them — and which it i3 
the constant (and true) assertion of Republi 
cans, does belong (only) to them. 

The acnouut of this whole matter is, a loyal 
people, entirely united on the grand idea of 
restoring the Union, all acknowledging with 
pride and pleasure the lead ot a respected and 
trusted President whom cheerfully they support 
though they have differed as to the policy which 
should rule the war. They have submitted 
these differences to the test of an election, with 
perfect respect for the Executive, the majority 
clearly desiring that the Executive acts shall 
savor le3S of “extermination” and more of 
“reconstruction” than the radicals seem to 
demand. And cannot the people counsel the 
Chief Magistrate without offence! Disloyalty, 
tborsootli! The country indeed were 
worth but little, if it contained such 
a body of “traitors” as have voted 
in the late elections on the conservative 
side. Thi3 writer knows that the result in 
New York has been achieved by the aid of 
hearty Lincoln men, who pronounce the fact 
to be that the President bu3 been drifted from 
hi3 original position, from thejr position, from 
the position of his Inaugural address, liy the 
constant clamor and pressure of the Greeley 
school, which these enthusiasts and fanatics 
had, til! now, persuaded the Executive, aud 
perhaps themselves, to be the popular will : 
a conclusion to which the President came very 
reluctantly: and now he evidently must per- 
ceive that his own impressions were the correct 
ones. 

Is there cither treason, or opposition to the 
Chief Magistrate, my good reader, in what 1 
have said here — assuming you to be, what 
Mr. Lincoln is, a patriot and not a fanatic? 
Do you perceive any sale method to conduct 
public affairs, in this crisis, short of preserv ing 
exactly the conditions of the old Union? 

These indeed are times for thoughtful men. 
What with the onu3 of the emancipated negro, 
and the negroes to be emancipated (perhaps all 
of them by the military exigency) and the 
foreign complications of fhe question, Ihe in- 
trigues of I’ranee in .Mexico to purchase a 
right to violate the sacred and necessary Mon- 
roe doctrine by the price of Southern recogni- 
tion, so aiming at a vital change in commerce, 
based on a nominal tariff and an export duty- 
on cotton, vve have enough to task the states- 
man, and quite too much to afford to listen to 
the belittling pettifoggery of old-slang-partv. 
Every man among ns should vie in emulation 
now to ascend, under the lead of the President, 
to the topmost height of patriotism. And the

The fault is then 
on the railroad to Lexington, at Lexington, 
or on the stage line from Lexington to Dan- 
ville. In justice to our subscribers as well as 
to ourselves, the complaint should be reme- 
died. We call on the Mail Agent to make 
an investigation and satisfy himself where the 
fault is, and to remedy the evil. If postmas- 
ters or carriers do not attend to their duty let 
those be appointed that will. 

Retaliation.— The unwritten history of 
the war in Kentucky is full of horrors. A 
correspondent writing from Crab Orchard on 
the 31st ult. gave us some of the sad particu- 
lars of the hanging of Capt. H. King and fif- 
teen other loyal citizens by Kirby Smith s 
troops on their passage out of the State, in 
the vicinity of the Cumberland Gap. It was 
not pretended that Capt. King's party were 
guilty of bushwhacking or of engaging in ir- 
regular warfare of any kind, as they had been 
organized only for the defence of their homes. 

It is but natural that such atrocities should 
excite a spirit of retaliation, and that spirit has 
already been manifested. On Thursday, the 
Gth inst., a party of loyal men visited the vi- 
cinity of Hackney's Corners, two and a half 
miles from Big Rockcastle River, and captured 
a party of nine men, belonging to different 
corps of the rebel array. The captives were 
held in custody but a short time, but were ex- 
ecuted upon a tree not far from the scene of 
the outrage perpetrated a short time ago by 
Kirby Smith’s pickets. In fact these out- 
raged citizens announced their determination 
to hang any rebel soldier caught between Mt. 



is said that when tho rebel army took posses- 
sion of that portion of the State, he raised the 
British flag, and that subsequently, when the 
draft for the Federal army was proposed, he 
claimed exemption as a British subject. 01 
course his removal, find the substitution 0 ! a 
loyal officer, is only a question of time. 

We have received a letter from the official 
to whom reference is above made, and lie says 
our article leaves ail impression on tbe pub- 
lic mind so very erroneous that be is forced 
to notice it.

Cairo, Noy. 15. 

All partisan negroes who have been piling. 
in;r the country around Memphis are disbanded 
by Pemberton and attached to regiments. 

Cotton is reported coming forward in con- 
siderable Quantities. 

Passengers from Helena report Hernando 
occupied by the Federals on Monday. 

Tlu* people of Mississippi are said to he run- 
ning their negroes into the interior, leaving 
such property as cannot be carried away. 

The Eugene, a Cairo and Memphis packet, 
struck and sunk, ou Sunday night, off Plum 
Point Bend, iu fifteen feet water, aud remains 
a complete wreck. There were one hundred 
persons on board, fifteen of whom were 
drowned, principally ol the crew. The pas- 
sengers remained on the wreck all night, and 
were brought off the next morning by the 
steamer Tigress. The boat is probably a total 
loss. She was laden with goods aud stores, 
which are badly damaged. 

The rebels are said to be fortifying Jackson, 
Miss., large reinforcements being* brought there 
Irotn A i Kansas. It is believed their entire 
army will be back of that point before giving 
battle. 

New York, Nov. 15. 

It is said a deputy United States Marshal 
has gone to Trenton to arrest two more mem- 
bers of Gen. McClellan’s staff. 

The Board of Aldermen to-day adopted a 
resolution tendering Gen. McClellan the hos- 
pitalities of the citv. 

Albert Home has been sentenced to five 
years' imprisonment for fitting out the slaver 
City of Norfolk. 

A young woman iu Hackensack, N. J., was 
yesterday outraged by a negro named Ander- 
son, who stole Ids employer’s horse and es- 
caped, reached Newark, and has not since been 
heard of. 

The iron-plated frigate Roanoke will be 
ready for sea in about three weeks. ** 

The incomplete regiments in this State are 
being consolidated, under orders of Governor 
Morgan. 

The board of brokers have resolved to again 
sell gold at the board, to commence on Mon- 
day. 

A Washington letter to the Commercial 
says the army will soon be fairly in motion 
again, and as it will be supplied from Alexan- 
dria and Acquia Creek, by railroad, os soon as 
the line from the latter place to Fredericks- 
burg is repaired, we may expect a triumphant 
advance. All now wanted is a sufficient cav- 
alry force to patrol the ground over which our 
troops have passed to capture bauds of gueril- 
las which commit so many annoying depreda- 
tions. 

The prize schooner Waterwiteb, of Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, arrived from Aranzas l’ass, 
Texas, where she was captured in August. 
Her cargo is gunpowder. 

The Postmaster General has given orders 
for the redemption of postage stamps which 
have been usea as currency. 

Washington, Nov. 15. 
The Navy Department has received volu- 
minous despatches from the Gulf to-day, stat- 
ng, amon«j other things, that the United States 
gunlnjat Sagamore, on the 28th, captured the 
English schoouer Trick, off and from Nassau, 
with a cargo ot one hundred bags of salt and 
miscellaneous articles. 

()n the 2 Id the same gunboat captured the 
English schooner Francis, off and from Nas- 
sau, with salt, powder, gin, &c. 

The schooner Rachel Seaman, on the Gth, 
captured, oil' Sabine Pass, the English schoon- 
er Dart. 

The steamer Kensington recently captured 
the English schooner Adventure, attempting 
to run t he blockade of the coast of Texas. 

The Savannah Republican of the 5th says it 
has generally been resolved by the army and 
citizens to defend that city — to yield possession 
to the invader only when its walls are battered 
down and no one is left to dispute his en- 
trance. 

Two men have been Liken to Savannah from 
Columbus, Georgia, charged with altering and 
passing counterfeit money of the Confederate 
States. 

11. M. Mercer, Brigadier-General Command- 
ing, issues an address to the planters of Geor- 
gia, saying that he has received from several 
counties in the State, requests aud demands 
that he should return their negroes now work- 
ing on tbq fortifications of Savannah. It is 
his sincere and earnest desire to do so, but ho 
thinks it an injustice to those who have sent 
their negroes at his first call, that they should 
bear the whole burden aud heat of the day, 
while others who are among the wealthiest of 
the land look calmly on the danger of the city 
and State without contributing a single laborer 
from their hundreds or thousands to their de- 
fence. Let those citizens whose vital inte- 
rests are at stake and who have done their 
share towards the defence of the Comtnoi.- 
wealih compel the backsliders, especially the 
rich among them, to do their part. As soon 
as those who have not hitherto contributed 
send him a sufficient number to fill their places 
he pledges them to send back to their masters 
the negroes who are now at work. Until this 
done necessity compels him fo retaiu them. 
Gov. Brown renews the call for nceroes to 
complete the fortifications around Savannah. 
If they are not furnished promptly they will 
be impressed. 

Columbus, Ohio, Nov. 15. 
Last evening, about seven o'clock, a fire 
broke out iu the machine works and repair 
shops of the Columbus, Pioua, and Ind an- 
polis Railroad. A strong north wind was 
lowing at the same time, and the shops, two 
locomotives, four or five passenger cars, and 
ther stock, and an immense quantitv of lum- 
ber. were destroyed.

European Affairs. — The New York Com- 
mercial says the prospect of fresh complica- 
tions in Europe, involving the outbreak of 
hostilities at an early day, is on the increase. 

In addition to the other sources of trouble is 
the question of Greece, which has just been 
sprung afresh upon the diplomatic fraternity. 
King Otho, alter a mo3t indolent reign of 
nearly thirty years, has retired from the stage 
altogether, having resigned in favor of his 
Bavarian brother, l.ouis. Never was mon- 
arch, however well intentioned, worse adapted 
to the character of the people over whom he 
was called to exercise sovereignty than Otho 
the First of Greece. They are now, ns they 
were two thousand years ago, a restless, talka- 
tive, intriguing race; he a dull, phlegmatic 
man, who left nearly all the details of gov- 
ernment to his ambitious Queen. The mar- 
riage between King and subject was one of 
convenience, in which there was a national 
incompatibility of temper, resulting in a final 
separation. That the Greeks will accept any 
other German I’riuce as their future sovereign 
is more than we can well believe. Who is to 
mount the vacant throne .’ Here is a compli- 
cation, indeed. 

That the King of Prussia, tinder the guid- 
ance of Napoleon’s pupil, Bismark, intended 
real eouji d'etat, is apparent from a speech 
which he lately made to a deputation from a 
conservative association. After complaining 
bitterly about tbe press, which was misleading 
the people, and referring to the magnitude of 
the crisis, King William expressed his deter- 
mination to yield nothing of the crown rights 
transmitted to him by his ancestors. It must 
be observed in this that the Prussian constitu- 
tion was signed by his late brother, Frederick 
William IV. His successor, therefore, claims 
to exercise the same rights that w ere put forth 
by the early monarclt3 of the country, among 
which are those of remodelling the army and 
defraying the cost, whatever it^may be, by 
taxation imposed without cousentof the House 
of Representatives. The language made use 
of is clear as the action has been prompt. The 
constitution is to be obeyed only when it an- 
swers the court. Meanwhile we hear that the 
delegates on their return have been welcomed 
everywhere with the liveliest demonstrations. 
The public journals and the intellect of the 
country are almost unanimous against the 
Government. Some of the former have, indeed, 
been so outspoken that they have been sup- 
pressed, which will only make matters worse. 

To divert public attention from this viola- 
tion ol' t ight, M. de Bismark lately took oc- 
casion to make a speech wherein he discoursed 
strongly in favor of aggressive warlike meas- 
ures. He complained about the boundaries of 
Prussia, which needed to be enlarged aud 
squared, at the expense of “steel and blood,” 
if necessary. These utterances have excited a 
deep sensation throughont North Germany 
and Denmark, whose King stands ready to 
take up the glove. The endless question of 
Schleswig-Hol3tein is to be opened afresh 
this time with all the power of Prussia, if the 
bold policy of the new Cabinet is to prevail. 

The Italian question is to all appearance as far 
front a settlement as ever, and may remain so 
until the Pope’s demise. The F rcuch Emperor 
seems intent on making another bargain, « la 
Savoy and Nice, before he withdraws his troops 
from the Holy City and leaves the descendants 
of the old S. P. Q. It. to follow their own des 
tinies. In their perplexity the Katazzi Cabi- 
net ate mooting the annexation of Venctia, as 
if to keep public opinion from abandoning 
them altogether. According to all indications, 
it will be difficult for them to hold together 
much longer, and already the resignation of 
the Minister of War and certain other mem- 
bers has ceased to be a matter of doubt. As 
lor Garibaldi, he continues to suffer from his 
wound with all the patient heroism of his na 
tore; but many months must elapse before bis 
recovery can be expected, and some even 
question whether lie will ever again leave his 
sick bed. Be this as it may, the number of 
his admirers is on the increase, and it is be- 
lieved the Ministry gained nothing by their 
amnesty to the Liberator, which came too lats 
to be of much avail. 

Fearful Tragedy. — Captain Finlay, of the 
British ship Faith, reports the following story 
in a letter to a friend in Liverpool : 

We had a fearful tragedy here last week 
one of the natives killed what they call a 
"treekman ’ (that is, a mail who lives some 
eight or ten miles from Bonny, and who was 



at Bonny selling yams, ns the creekmen are 
farmers in a way ) The Bonny men wanted 
to killel thi- native, nnd at a meeting it was 
agreed they should kill him. But “first catch 
your bare” is an old maxim. When the man 
heard the sentence of death was passed upon 
him, he shut himself up in his house, with all 
his slaves, wives, and children, loaded all his 
gun s, large and sin ill, then dug a trench round 
and about, and tilled it with small kegs of 
gunpowder, and set the chiefs at defiance 
Tilings remained in this state for two or 
time days, no one daring to venture near the 
house with hostile intentions. Al last the 
chiefs offered two puncheons of oil to any one 
who would fire las house. A slave took the 
offer, tired the house to windward, and the 
sparks falling upon the bouse of the besieged 
soon set it ot lire. When the murderer of the 
crcekman siw this, he gathered all his slaves 
wives, and bairns within the trench, appliei 
Pie match, and in a second more nothing was 
to I"- wen hut mangled bodies amid their for- 
mer b“ine. There were thirty-five in number 
ltog' th r. They lay exposed for three daj^.

Loan Lyons'* Im&tbuwiom*— Wos-i-Mts 
vivti‘j .1 Still ras Bamsn Policy.— We re- 
csirc from LonJon this morning an inkling of 

i ho in tractions brought by Lord Lygns on 

ii is return to this country, and concern in 
•v h yoh there has been such a large amount ol 
portentous speculation, based on nothing. By 
this we arc reassured once again in regard to 
the improbability of foreign, or at least ol 
British interference in our alt iirs; and though 
tlie protestations of continued neutrality arc 
not yet given in their official form, the state- 
ments may l regarded as semi-official, and 
their authenticity and accuracy as beyond 
question. 

The precise point, as stated, is that “Lord 
Lyons takes out with him the mo9t full assur- 
ance that while Kn^laud will be eager, in con- 
cert with other civilized nations, to adopt any 
step that may tend to a permanent return of 
peace, either through a restoration of the Union 
,m tin old or any new Bhsis, or an agreement 
lor a friendly separation, she will, meanwhile, 
individually refuse to depart one hair's breadth 
from her course of non-interference," 

To this the London Globe adds, that there 
is uo doubt that Lord Lyons's “intereoupse 
with tiie President’s Government will remain 
us peaceful and uninterrupted as the best 
friends of Kngland and America could wish,” 
and that “on tin; part of Her Majesty's Minis- 
ters no course will he pursued calculated to 
give any just cause of oifenceto t fie still great 
State beyond the Atlantic. 

So if, as to be hoped, there be no diplomatic 
hypocrisy about these fine phrases, those who 
have been disturbed in their souls about inter- 
vention may now lapse into quiet for some 
time longer. There will be no stoppage, of 
course, to the building and equipping of ships 
and l ira ' for the rebels in Britisli yards; there 
will lie uo surcease to any of the innumerable 
act: of practical unfriendliness which the Brit- 
ish Government has so long winked at. These, 
to be sure, will continue as ever; hut, than 
these, there will be nothing more. 

I’lie anxieties of some parlies on another 
point which it was thought England might 
seize ns a cause of quarrel, may be quieted by 
the sensible and pacitic manner in which it is 
discussed by the London Press. It was fear- 
ed that the act of Captain Wilkes in block- 
ading, us it is termed, the Island of Bermuda, 
and hi: recent difficulty with the ship Gladia- 
tor, might lead to complications. But t lie 
Times obligingly states that though the Eng- 
lidi people may share in the indignation of the 
people of Bermuda, “there are perhaps some 
t ea ,-ins » by the right of search, which has 
nl ways been stoutly maintained by ourselves, 
should be exercised bv the Americans on this 
dec ision with as much rigor as thev can ven- 
ture to employ ;" and the Globe feels quite sure 
that “if Com. Wilkes transgresses the fair 
bou ids of wat fare, lus Government will not 
sanction his acts, and as they repudiated him 
b tbro, so, il there be occasion, they will repu- 
diate him again.” influential journals of ev- 
ery stripe speak of the matter in a simil r 
strain. 

Under all theso circumstances, and taking 
tilings as they appear on their face, it must he 
confessed that Lord Lyons inis returned to his 
post with instructions as sat sectary tij our 
Government and people as we believe them to 
lie agreeable to himself; and that there are no 
difficulties between his Government and 
ours which threaten to disturb the present re- 
lations. 

Our relations with France, too, we have 
every reason to believe, notwithstanding re- 
cent rumors, are in a sufficiently satisfactory 
condition. There have undoubtedly been del- 
icate questions discussed between the Empe- 
ror's representative and our State Deparnnieut, 
but they are all capable of easy solution. 

The secessionists in Europe will, of course,, 
predicate great hopes upon the fact that M v. 
Midcll has at last really had an interview 
with the Third Napoleon; and we shall lik.ely 
learn from them what a wonderful impression 
the New York rebel’s arguments produced 
upon the Imperial mind, and bow solemnly 
liis Majesty listened and nodded, if i J0 t how 
he winked. But still we believe now as 
heretofore, that there is really no .hing to he 
apprehended, at least for some t’ jmo tiTcome, 
from the imperial Government. 

The present pacific advices fr o m Europe on- 
ly add force to the argument f or quicklv and 
decisively quelling this rebellion. We" shall 
never lie free Iroin appreh: msions, or indeed 
from danger of foreign interference, while the 
war maintains any thing like its present aspect.

Generals llcnrv W. Slocum, John d. Peck, 
t i?.o. W. Morrell, Schuyler Hamilton, and Gor- 
don Granger, were born in and appointed from 
the State. John A. fiix was horn in New 
Hampshire, and Edwin l>. Morgan and Edwin 
V. Sumner in Massachusetts, though all were 
appointed from New York. Samuel R. Curtis, 
born in New York, was appointed from Iowa. 

Massachusetts givesseveu major generals in 
the war, of whom only one was born in and 
unpointed from her— Nathaniel P. Banks. 
Major-general B. F. Butler was horn in New 
Hampshire, Dariti3 M. Couch in New York, 
while Edwin D. Morgan and E. V. Sumner 
were appointed from New York, Erasmus D. 
Keys from Maine, and the gallant old “fight- 
ing Joe” Hooker from California. 

Ohio has nine Major-Generals, of whom Ir- 
win McDowell, W. T. Sherman, A. McD. 
McCook, It. C. Schenck, W'm.S. Rosccrans, and 
S. li. McPherson, are natives of Iter soil. U. S. 
Grant (Ohio born ) was appointed from Illinois, 
and Don Carlos Buell from Indiana. J. D. 
Cox, appointed from Ohio, was born in Cana- 
da. 

Illinois has five Major-Generals, of whom 
not one was horn on her soil. David Hunter 
was born in the District of Columbia, John 
Pope and John A. McClernand in Kentucky, 
l’.

General Dix was 
appointed from New York, B. F. Butler from 
Massachusetts, Rnd Fitz John Porter (a New 
Englander with strong Southern proclivities 
of old) from the District of Columbia. 

The District of Columbia, liy the way, ap- 
points two Major-Generals — Edward G. Ord, 
l orn in Maryland, and Fitz John Porter, in 
New Hampshire. Gen. Hunter, born in it, 
was appointed from Illinois. 

Maine appoints one Major-General — Erasmus 
D. Keves, born in Massachusetts. 

New Jersey has no Major-General. Theonly 
one she ever had (“Philip, my King”), also 
“dead on the field of honor, was born in New 
York. 

California is, of course, too much in her infan- 
cy to have given birth to any Major-General. 
But in the selection of Jo.?eph Hooker, born 
in .Massachusetts, to he her standard bearer, 
she evinces a taste and judgment entitling her 
to become the mother of generals immediately. 

Michigan appoints 1 Major-General, hut he 
is not a Michigander. Isreal B. Richardson 
wits horn in Vermont. 

Vermont’s only native Major-General is 
Wm. F. Smith. F.than A. Hitchcock (the 
Heralds “Julius Cicsar Hitchcock") was ap- 
pointed from Missouri, and Israel B. Richard- 
son from Michigan.

The Commissioner of Internal Revenue has 
made the following decision : All life insurance 
polieies are subject to stamp duty where the 
policy is conditioned that tho assured is to pay 
a certain sum annually or at other stated period.
